The unreality of this world Is a 
fimdamentai belief of the adherents 
or Uralinutnlsm. Krom Brahnvi the 
cartn sprang, ana in this life, all 
things— animals, plants and men— are 
but the abiding places of particles of 
tl-is great, spirit. 

Salvation comes by breaking down 
ignorance and Ifcomins oiiu with the 
universal spirit, Brahma, which is 
incomprehensible. No words can des- 
cribe h'm, and ho can only be under- 
stood when the soul becomes one with 
l.iiti. Brahma is above the gods which 
arc worshlpjed. for they are but parts 
of him. 

Be-lncarnation,' another essc-nlial 
ci Brahmanlsm, is the prolonged cvo- 
littlon of the soul. ".Vs a man sows, so 
1 shall he reap", and the social position 
of each Individual Is a result nf h'-s 
actions In a previous incarnatlcin.

"I'lio world hiUi gained u. very full 
Unowlcdgo ot the geology, geogiaphy, 
ethnology, iiolUlos und "social condi- 
tions of Thibet. With this knowledge 
at our disposal we are not apt to pick 
Tiiibot ovon as it "winter i-e.-5ort nor 
yot as a ho.-tUh resort" on "W'hllo .Ex- 
plorers 111. Thibet" stated A. J. Mc- 
ICergow, D.A. in his paper delivered 
last night at tho meeting of the His- 
torical Club, held at the rosldcnco of 
Mr. Guy Tombs, 803 Jlount Pleasant 
.\ venue. Some fifteen members of tho 
Club and Professor l<Vyer were present. 
Tho first paper, "Jhlbct And Itr 
civilization," n-as sivcn by O. S. 
.Markham. 

0. S. .Markham In his paper mlntito- 
ly described the physical features of 
Thibet, and the religion social life and 
pc^lltlcal org.anlsatlon of its inhabitants. 
On the other hand, A. T. McKergow 
dealt -with the v.irlous explorations 
which hrivo been made into this solat- 
cd land, .md to which owe our in- 
formation, 

"Thibet has lived In the main a life 
of her own to an extent hardly equal- 
led in many parts ot t'no c-arth," re- 
marked tho flr.<-t speaker. U Is a 
country of cppoi-i^il lntcrf,:-.i to the 
British r.ace on account of its close 
proximity to northern British India. 
Its frontier, kept fairly peaceful hither- 
to, seems certain to demand more at- 
tention as time goes on. 

With a population of only three mil- 
lion Thibet occupies an .xrci seven 
times .Tis large as tho British Isles. It 
Is also noted .is forming tho loftiest 
plateau in the world. The country I.= 
barren, vegetation being scanty, and 
groat sp.ices being covered with snow 
and rocks. There are however, areas 
covered by grass, which lends itself to 
.cheop and y.ik-ralsing one of the 
chief Industries 'of Thibet. The .-.ountry 
Is rich In gold, silver, Irdn and coal. 
Social Life 
In tho social life the Tibetans, In- 
dividualism has made.liUlo propress- 
The I'.ai-nily is es.sentiitUy a commun- 
istloal flocloly. In Tibetan .society the 
heredlt.ary ^rlnclplo rules everything, 
and each man Is very solidly linked lo 
bis iiroio.'i.siou and condition. The 
people are divided Into three i:lasse.f 
between which^thcre arc barriers dif- 
ficult to overcome. Buddhism Is the 
leading religion. 

Religion in Thibet 
The intiiioncc of Buddhi.siu in Thiliot 
has nbovo 'alT been material and po- 
illlic.tl, thanks to the clergj*, which has 
ol.talnwl unprecedented temporal 
li^wor. The iiionasilc anny is not only 
liniM'.-i-oii.<< and wcll-disi:iplined, but is 
concentrated In .three ihonsand mo- 
iinsterli'T.s each with Its va.'t domain. 
.Moreover, from a political and admi- 
ni.-<ti-.-iti',-p point of vlow. ilu; clergy 
hn.s reduced the lay olemcnt lo small 
powers. Throiigl,! this ccclealanllcal 
group, the Chlncao government has 
been acciistontc<l to oxort a. powerful 
influence on the ruling of Thibet. 
Exploration 
In regard to tho white .'sploratlon 
of Thibet, Mr. McKergow showed Iho 
dltflcull|e.<» duo bdlh to physical to- 
pography and lo tlin ho.sllllly of the 
inhabitants lo forclgnftrs, Tho varions 
expeditions made Into this region were 
then treated by tho speaker. 

T'ord-nono In 1328 Ih .m'd to be 'he 
flr.st lilnropoan lo entor Tlilbel. The 
next expedition w.-ifl m,ade In lUfil!, 
by , Johannes CJriteber, who return- 
ed with a very full account of Thibet 
Tibetan life. During the first half of 
t.lio eighteenth <'enlury, Ihore w.-i.s .'i 
Chrlhllan mission In lAaaa It-sclf, at 
.a llmo wlien there was. moro direct 
communication between' Thibet and 
Europe than hnis over existed befori-. 
or since. The .Ff.sult' order, Jenlou.s 
of the success of this mix^tlon, .sont 
In Do.sidçrl to spy on- It with a view 
of It eventual fliippi'Gsitlon, and ho 
loft very Inlerestlng rocords of tho 
nalui-o of the plaois that ho vlaltcd.

Dr. Hough stated that a theological 
student cannot too early assure him- 
self that a preacher should have a 
special technique, a special attitude 
io'\vards life. Many men in the pulpit, 
he emphasised, are not preachers. The 
student must discover a passion whiih 
bends everything to Its purpose,— an 
instinct for preaching-. 'Wlillc many 
people think tiiat preaching is merely 
a means to and end. It is also an end. 
and for the true preacher should bo a 
rapture, and adventure, a grand pas- 
sion. 

There are two main types of siho- 
larship, remarked Dr. Hough. The 
first -kind Is that which Is character- | 
Ised by meticulous accuracy in clas- | 
ifying fact!!, followed by a general- | 
Islng procc-.s-. This Is adetiunto tor :i | 
-v'ommon mind, and Is sutflclen; for so | 
many people that Dr. Iloug'h Is tempt- 
ed to believe that the modern univer- 
sity Is an Invention to make the com- 
monplace minds cçmforiablc. 'While 
accuracy and Industry are necessary 
they Involve no special mentality, and | 
aro merely .stepping-stones to tho 
temple f real learning. The second 
form of scolarship is built upoti the 
first kind, but It goes much further, 
for It transforms dead material into 
livlni; and Inspiring speech. This Is 
tho learning on which great pulpit Is 
based. 

Must Read Others 

In order 'o help one to gain this i 
creative ability, one may read those 
who have written with a vivid, liv- 
ing Imagination. Tho «eatlvo firi» 
cannot bo taught, but thj student may 
receive suggestion and Inspiration 
from such as Krownlng and St. Beuve. 
Ixsarnlng lo preach In this way Is like 
falling in love, said Dr. Hough, for 
two parties must bo together under 
frco and uncontrolled circumstances, 
and If self-consciousness Is caused 
the proper effect will not be reached. 

Dr. Hough suggested to those wish- 
ing to gain this creative ability that 
they read always with a sense of the 
invisible relations between wled 
things. All realities aro related, and 
ono should watch for thcso rolatlonn. 

In closing, tho speaker added that 
no minister has ever done his tiest 
who has not fallen In love \,'lth pre'a ail- 
ing. It should become a sheer delight. 
Few men fail in tho pulpit on account 
of lack of Intelligence, but many fall 
because they have not ctiltlvntcG a 
creative linoglnatlon.

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BIRKENHEAD ON SUCCESS 

"Loose, cardess thinking is tlie .<in<ithesi.s 
of intellectual honesty." That is ilio tlioiw 
lUXUi which Lord Birkenlioad bailed his Recto- 
rial Address ui the indents of Abordoon I'ni- ^ 
ver.siiy. Hi.* .■^tirrinp, agjrro.i.sivc speech, print- 
ed in full on thi.s page, is well worth perusal by 
every .student. 

Hoar liim pour forth the vial* of his wrath 
upon ;iio nary theorists: "These 'thinkers' de- 
light to emliiaio a coniinent. and all its ix>ople 
within the compass of a .«ingle half-truth: they 
condemn a generation, a government, or a phi- 
losophy in a presumtuous paragraph of ill- 
considered rhetoric." Clear thinking, says the 
Earl of Birkenhead, is the key to' character; 
character is the key to success. 

Well may we listen when such a man dis- 
eour.sas of .-^ueie.-?. I'or F. E. Smith, as he wa? 
but lliirieeii years ajro. ha.« always aimed for 
the higiicst prize, and has always. conquered it. 
Since he gained his first great .success, the Pre- 
sidency of the Oxford Union Society, he has 
never looked bnek. Successively he has l>ecome 
Lecturer at O.xford : King's Counsel: Soliciter 
General; Aiturney General: 1-ord High Chan- 
cellor: Secretary of State for India. Of late he 
has figured prominently in the limelight on ac- 
count of his resignation from the British cabi- 
net in order to enter a bu.=incs-: career, and also j 
on account of his quickness in e.\pressing the 
British denunciation of Coolidge's notorious 
Armistice Day speech. 

Hev'^ is his creed, the successful man's re- 
ligion. Ao'biiion: '"never rest content until you 
have surpas.sed your rivals by jwrtinacity and 
singleness of resolve." I iii'lhctml inteyriiy: 
"the loo.se thinker is doomed to eternal failure 
in all great enterprise." Culture: "Charm, the 
honied tongue of manners the exquisite ex- 
iu-essioii of ijei-fect bi-eeding is an unsurpass- 
able a.--.-;ei to him who can compass it." , 

A fine personal ci-eed it is. Man is not the 
;.ijO!-t of chance and eircumsiance. "Circum- 
:,ciinces are the creatui-es of man, and he can 
mould mo.«=t of tliem who pos.sesses the parts 
and the resolution." The man. .says Lord Bir- 
kenhead who cultivates charm of manner, who 
thinks fearles-ely. and who is impelled by the 
driving force of daunlle^.s ainbiiioii, can rise • 
over ob.^iacles, can surmount liindrances, can 
mastei- Eate. 

He quotes examples of the great men of 
Britain who have pushed themselves above 
their fellows by pluck and prowess, and says: 
"the road trodden aforetime by many a bold ad- 
venturer is ojHMi I'.' that Engli.sli or Scotti.«h 
boy who has .steady independence, a robust con- 
.stitution. a fain brain, an unconquerable heart." 

Ay. tiiei-e's the rub. For every hill there 
is a vale. For every pinnacle of fame there is a 
well of despair. We have not all ".steady inde-. 
l)endence. a robust constitution, a fine brain, 
an unconquerable heart." What of the other.s, 
the ordinary plodders, the dull the men and 
women who have not this force of character to 
ri.se amove their circumstances? There is no 
word of them in Lord Birkenhead's speech. 
They have either to be forgotten or to be util- 
ied by the man who sets honour and fame as 
his goals on earth. A world, wherein those to 
whom Fate has denied a fine brain and an un- 
contpierable heart may yet ta.stc .some of the 
sweets of life, this world has long been the 
dream of men whose idea of justice has out- 
weighed their i>er8onal ambition. For these 
men Lord Birkenhead has nothing but .scorn. 
"Tui-gid writers," he calls them, building 
"gimcrack Utopias." 

The Earl of Birkenhead is a .self- 
made man. Self-made men are apt to de- 
velop a somewhat hard philosophy. "We have 
I'isen out of the rut," say they, "and so can 
every one else who wants to. The rest arc lazy, 
.shiftless, good-for-nothing. Why give them tlie 
good thing.s of life, when we have worked so 
hard for them?" 

One might well wi.sh that Lord Birkenhead 
had stirred a drop or two more of the milk of 
ituman kindne.ss into his address. As a philo- 
sophy it lacks the .saving grace of tolerencc. 
Bill as a coun.sel to young men on the .science 
of "getting on in life" it i? without peer.

WilK.im M.icdonald who assisted Ru- 
Ktherford financially. 

Eecquerel's experiments with Ura- 
ni'jin Mit-: .md t.h.y d'scovcry rf Ra- 
dium by Madams Curl.; In Paris were 
brljfly dealt with by the speaker. 

The ionization of air by rad:atIons 
from radium and X-rays was illust- 
rated In h -utrik ng experiment with two 
biUoone. Dr. Evo first rubbed both 
balloons -with a piece oi cat's fur thus 
producing negative charges on each. 
The balloons attached by strings to 
a support then repelled eaclt other 
when allowed to flcat !n th« air. B>- 
bringing some radium c!o?o ro t;-.-;ni 
they quickly lost their charges an! 
attracted each other.

I liavu recently spent some days In

In many respects I think that the uni 
ilorgraduato is the most fortunate of 
mortals. Ho has loft behind him the 
restraints of childhood and of school- 
m.i'Sters, but he is not yet saddled with 
the full atixlcllos of manhood. Por a 
few short years he Is suspended bet- 
ween two \vorlds, tho muster ot more 
frci'dom. Irresponslblllt.v, and e.asy 
g.alety than iwrhaps he will never 
know again. 

. Let me urge-yon to uso your un- 
dergraduate days to tho utmost of 
iheir lapacity. 1 do not increlv- nicnn 
that you sliould apply yourselves to 
your sfulles with vigour and deter- 
mination. That is understood, "Head- 
ing", certnliily "makelh a full man," 
but overmuch re;idliig will blunt tho 
liveliest wits. It Is not possible to 
loarn a complete understanding of the 
world from books; I have known many 
profound .scholiirs who wore nlso pro- 
founil slinplotons. Whil», therefore. 1 
iii'go you to strive after iu'.'ulo:n!c ills- 
linctlon. I wniilil not li.ive you pre- 
termit the other sides of 'llfe. Do not 
negiocl. for e.\ampli>, to strive after 
excellence in .sport; do nut. li,-nore tlic 
possibility of I'.iiiiiing fri.ii.lshii;s 
.iiiiong your f' ll.iws which will susl.iin 
.'ind comf.irt you' In later days, .\bovc 
nil, do not ignore the Importance of 
acqulrliig a pleasing manner, so that 
you may tei-l tit your ea.se In till c ■ 
cuin.-stan 'i ;< and c..iiip;iiiy. 1 l . . 
known many excellent young i.. .. 
ef|ull'|ied wlih every advanliige of 
t.alont and erudllion, who have tailed 
liv their chosen careers because their 
liiaiiiiei'.M were awlvward. Some of you, 
piM-liaps c.r.iislder sucli trifles beneath 
your consideration, deoinllig the culll- 
vatlnn of a ready .surrender of ii;iliirai 
independence. This would Indeed be a 
Mipeiflclil view, r.oo.l m.i iiiicr.i, In the 
widest seii.ie of tlio woriis arc I lie 
outward .sign of a onmploto Imrmo- 
iitouM, and disciplined personalll.v. Thn 
lioor .Hlrlv»s to lildo his fear or his tn- 
lerloilly Ix-ncatli ,i mask of bliiiil iiii- 
couthness. I'linrm, tjio honied tongue 
of nninners, tl^n exiiuisile expression 
ot perfodt breeding, is an iinsiirpnsH- 
nhlo asset In him wlio ran compass It. 
It may bnlaiii'ii a iiiilabli'- dcllcieiii'y ol 
iiuliiral gifts, and carry ils posHes.'^or 
wliern clovcrnesfl aluno would never 
sponsor hini.
